Bye-law 293A-Malntenance / Disposal of 
arbitration records 

1. The original arbitration award with 
acknowledgements shall be preserved 
permanently. 

2. Other records pertaining to arbitration shall 
be preserved for 5 years from the date of 
award, in case the appeal for setting aside 
the award is not filed till such time. 

3. In case, an appeal is filed, the records shall 
be preserved for five years from the date of 
final dispoal by the court. 

4. The destruction of records shall be subject 
to the previous order, in writing of the 
Executive Director of the Exchange. 

5. The Exchange shall maintain a register 
wherein the brief particulars of the records 
destroyed shall be entered, alongwith the 
certification regarding the date and mode of 
destruction. 

Bye-law 90A 

The Exchange shall generate a unique code 
for Mutual Funds and each scheme of a 
Mutual Fund, Foreign Institutional Investors 
(Fils) and their sub-accounts. 

Bye-law 420 

The Exchange shall submit to SEBI monthly 
development report (MDR) for its subsidiaries 
in the format as may be prescribed by SEBI 
from time to time within seven days from the 
close of each month.

Bye-law 216(a) - Issuance of Contract Notes in electronic form 

Brokers can also issue contract notes authenticated by means of digital signatures, 
provided that the broker has obtained digital signature certificate from the Certifying 
Authority under the IT Act, 2000. 

Bye Law - 413 : Eligibility of a sub-broker to trade through the Subsidiary 
Company. 

The subsidiary company of Pune Stock Exchange i.e.PSE Securities Limited can register 
only the members of the parent stock exchange as sub-brokers of the subsidiary company 
and no other client/sub-broker can be entertained by the subsidiary company. The 
member has to be eligible to trade on parent stock exchange to be eligible to trade 
through the subsidiary company as its sub-broker. Only members eligible to trade on the 
stock exchange are eligible to trade/ continue to trade through the subsidiary company 
M/s.PSE Securities Limited. 

Bye Law - 414 : Impact Cost Calculations of another Exchange 

If exchange is unable to compute the mean impact cost calculations, in that case stock 
exchange may use the impact cost of BSE or NSE, provided that the stock exchange have 
entered into a formal legal arrangement with the relevant stock exchanges (BSE or NSE) 
for liquidating the positions of their members if necessary, on that stock exchange.(BSE 
or NSE). 

In case the exchange is unable to compute the mean impact cost of the scrips traded at the 
stock exchange, as well as have not been able to enter into a formal arrangement for 
liquidation of positions as stated above, it shall levy margins on the scrips as applicable 
and as provided in SEBI circulars. 

Bye Law - 277 - a : Constitution of Arbitration Committees and Arbitration 
Panels. 

In respect of dispute between members and non members the arbitration committees 
/arbitration councils / arbitration panels shall consist of persons other than members of 
the stock exchange who shall be nominated with prior approval of the Board. 

Trade Guarantee Fund / Settlement Guarantee Fund : 

Bye Law - 401 g : 

In cases where amount shortages in a settlement for a trading member are in excess of the 
base minimum capital (BMC) prescribed, the trading facility of the member shall be 
withdrawn and the securities pay-out due to the member shall be withheld. The trading 
facility of the member shall be wdthdrawn and the securities pay-out due to the membei 
shall be withheld, even in cases where the amount of shortages exceed 20% of the BMC 
and is less than the BMC on six occasions within a period of three months.

i) The exchanges shall lay down exposure limits either in rupee terms or as percentage of 
the Trade Guarantee Fund (TGF)/Settlement Guarantee Fund (SGF) that can be exposed 
to a single bank directly or indirectly and in any case the exposure of the TGF/SGF to 
any single bank shall not be more than 15% of the total liquid assets forming part of 
TGF/SGF of the exchange. 

ii) The exposure as mentioned above would include guarantees provided by the bank for 
itself or for others as well as debt or equity securities of the bank which have been 
deposited by members for additional capital or margins. 

2. Eligible Securities and its Valuation 

2.1. While Section 1 specifies the cash and non-cash component of additional capital 
and margin and clause 1.5 in particular specifies the securities including the units of 
certain types of mutual fund schemes which could be considered as cash equivalent, this 
section specifies the type of securities, including equity shares, units of mutual funds 
which could be considered as eligible securities and hair cut for the purpose of non-cash 
component of base minimum capital, additional capital and margin. 

Additional Capital 

a) Equity shares classified in Group I at the stock exchange in accordance with the 
parameters of volatility and liquidity as prescribed in SEBI circular no. 
SMD/POLICY/C1R-9/2003 dated March If, 2003 shad be eligible as security for the 
non-cash component of the additional capital antt margin subject to haircut equivalent to 
the respective VaR of the equity shares. 


b) Units of all mutual hinds shall also be eligible security for the purpose of non-cash 
component of additional capital and margin subject to a haircut equivalent to the VaR of 
the unit’s NAV plus any exit load charged by the mutual fund. 

c) The valuation of a & b above shall be done on a daily basis. 

Base Minimum Capital 

The eligible shares for the purpose of the securities portion of the base minimum capital 
shall only be those which are classified as Group I in terms of the parameters of volatility 
and liquidity as stipulated in SEBI circular (No. SMD/Policy/Cir-9/2003 dated March 11, 
2003,) subject to a standard haircut of 15%. However, the smaller stock exchanges can 
also accept the shares that are in the Group I of the BSE or the NSE for the purpose of 
base minimum capital. The valuation for these shares would be done at least once a week. 
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Bye Law - 357 -b -Refund of base minimum capital 

If exchange is having average daily turnover of less than Rs. 1 crore for the past three 
consecutive months from the date of this circular may maintain the BMC at Rs 1 lakh. 
Besides, the exchanges which would have the average daily turnover less than Rs. 1 crore 
for any three consecutive months after the date of this circular would also be eligible to 

maintain the BMC at Rs. 1 lakh. The excess of the BMC over Rs 1 lakh mayy be 

refunded to the member subject to the following conditions : 

a) The member has been inactive at the stock exchange for the past 12 months, i.e. 
he has not carried out any transaction on that stock exchange during the past 12 
months 

b) There are no investor complaints pending against the member. 

c) There are no arbitration cases pending against the member. 

d) The exchange shall retain/deduct/debit from the BMC to be refunded, the amount 
of any complaints/claims of the investors against the member and for dues 
crystallized and contingent to the exchange/SEBI arising out of pending 
arbitration cases, appealed arbitration awards, administrative expenses, SEBI 
turnover fees, e t c 

e) The exchange shall ensure that the member has paid the SEBI turnover fees and 
has obtained a No-Objection Certificate (NoC) from SEBI in this regard. 

However, if the average daily turnover of the exchange exceeds the prescribed level of 
Rs 1 crore for a period of one month at any time after the date of the SEBI circular, the 
change shall enhance the requirement of the BMC of the members back to the level 
stipulated in SEBI Circular No. SMD/SED/RCG/270/96 dated January 19, 1996 and shall 
obtain undertaking to this effect from the members. 

Bye Law - 311 (C) - Maintenance of arbitration records 

“(i) The original arbitration award with acknowledgements shall be preserved 
permanently. 

(ii) Other records pertaining to arbitration shall be preserved for 5 years from the date 
of award, in case the appeal for setting aside the award is not filed till such time. 

(iii) In case, an appeal is filed, the records, shall be preserved for five years from the 
date of final disposal by the Court. 

(iv) The destruction of records shall be subject to the previous order, in writing of the 
Executive Director of the Exchange. 

(v) The Exchange shall maintain a regist er wherein the brief particulars of the records 
destroyed shall be entered, along with the certification regarding the date and 
mode of destruction.' 1

Limitation 

252 (1) Claims against defaulter members : 

(a) No claim which has arisen or has become due before a member has been deCtafSd 
defaulter as per the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange, shall be 
entertained against him by the arbitrators after the expiry of six months from the day 
the member is declared defaulter. 

(b) No claim which has arisen after a member has been declared defaulter as per the 
Rules, Bye-laws & Regulations of the Exchange shall be entertained against him by 
the arbitrators after the expiry of six months from the day the claim arises or becomes 
due. 

(c) Whether the claim falls within the period of limitation provided in Clause (a) and (b) 
shall be decided by the arbitrator and in case he finds that it does not fall within the 
period specified therein, he shall dismiss the application for reference to arbitration. 
He may admit the application after the prescribed period if the applicant satisfies him 
that there is sufficient cause for not making the application within such period as 
provided in section 5 of the Limitation Act, 1963. 

Time period for filing of Arbitration Reference: 

(2) The Amitrators shall not take cognizance of any claim, complaint, difference or dispute 
unless the same has been received by the Exchange within six months from the date of 
the transaction or from the date on which the client claims to have given the instruction / 
order to buy or seli a security or from the date on which the client claims to have paid money 
or given a security, whichever is earlier. Any dispute as to whether a claim, complaint, 
difference or dispute falls within the ambit of this clause shall be decided by the 
Arbitrators. 

Provide-.; that the Governing Board or the Executive Director may, from time to time, 
appoint a Committee to amicably settle ali claims, complaints, differences and disputes 
that an. eferred to it. 

Provid xi further that when such claims, complaints, differences and disputes are referred 
to the aforesaid Committee, the time taken in amicable settlement of such claims, 
complaints, differences and disputes shall be excluded while computing the period of 

limitation. 

Provided further that this Bye-law shall be applicable in-respect of ali Arbitration Cases 
filled on or after the date when this Bye-Law comes into effect. Provided further that in 
respect of Arbitration Cases arising out of the transactions having been done prior to the 
date on which this Bye-law comes into effect, the limitation period of six months shall be 
computed from the date on which this Bye-law comes into effect. 

(3) Application of the Limitation Act, 1963. 

(i) Subject to Clauses 1 (a) to (c) and Clause (2) above all the provisions of the Limitation 
Act 1963 or other law relating to limitation as may be in force in India from time to 
time shall apply to arbitration under these Bye-laws as they apply to the proceedings in 

the Court: 

(ii) For the purposes of Sub-clause (a) and Ciause (2) an arbitration is deemed to have 
commenced on the date on which the Application for arbitration is received by the 

Exchange. 

(iii) Time taken on arbitration proceedings may be excluded. But in excluding such time 
the tests laid down in different cases must be applied and satisfied. The entire period 
during which the award remained in custody of court should be excluded under 
Section 15 of the Limitation Act for the purpose of registration of award.
